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FRENCH MINISTER WHO DECREED MARAUDING CAT LAW 
RESIGNED HIS POSITION IN TEN DAYS - HATED CATS 


Monsieur Pieree Pflimlin, the French Minister of Agricul- 
ture, has resigned his office much to the pleasure of the owners 
of cats and the cats themselves in France. 

Mr. Pflimlin is an avowed cat-hater. He 
that was published in the “Journal Officiel” 
found wandering more than 200 
home, was to be regarded as a 
ingly. In so many or so few 
to be shot on sight. 

This “marauding cat law” of France was designed to 
protect birds, whose preservation and multiplication are de- 
sirable because they destroy insects harmful to food crops. 

This is the identical and primary reason offered for the 
original passage of the Marauding Cat Laws of Illinois and the 
forthcoming legislation that is in the process of being pushed 


issued a decree

in California by Miss Gertrude Charny’s Friends of the Birds 
organization. 

The Marauding Cat Law of Illinois, passed by both 
houses of the Illinois State Legislature was vetoed at the 


eleventh hour by Governor 
Mr. Pflimlin decreed that “wild 

classification of “noxious animals” in 

regulating the protection of game. 

One of the first barristers of France to take action against 
the “marauding cat law” of France was M. Hersant, former 
President of the Society of Lawyers. 

The Society for the Protection of Animals 
called upon the Council of State to revoke the 
prosecute M. Pflimlin for promulgating an illegal ordinance. 
The Society claimed he violated Article 454 and 483 of the 
Penal Code making the cat-hating Minister of Agriculture 
subject to 12,000 francs fine and eight days in jail. 

At the village of Seine-en-Oise, the owner of a Blue 
Persian prize-winner found his pet shot through the neck. 
He hired a surveyor and found that the cat was only 176 meters 
from home. Many similar cases arose immediately upon the 
enactment of the law. 

The mayor of Beaufort-en-Vallee, a Siamese owner, dis- 
played the contents of the “‘marauding cat law” on the official 
bulletin board, but added his own amplifications, which read: 

“THE MINISTFR OF AGRICULTURE 
“Considering that in the pre sent state of legisla-

“DECREES 

“That beginning today, every cat caught in the 
act of capturing one of these rodents shall be itself

“To the end that mice, rats, fieldmice and shrews 
shall be able henceforth to enjoy in peace their 
normal foods, which are: wheat, oats, barley and 
buckwheat, in the barn or freshly sewn; kitchen- 
garden plantings; young and particularly tender 


small roots; sugar beets, turnips, carrots and salsify; 

buds of fruit trees, as soon as formed. And shall have 

the right to install themselves in _ rabbit-hutches, 

where they will be entitled to take the food provided 

for the rabbits.” 

Ten days after M. Pflimlin’s edict, he resigned as Minister 
of Agriculture. This bureaucratic cat-hater was edged out of 
office officially because of a dispute over the price to be paid 
for sugar beets. Cat owners, and quite possibly the cats 
themselves, are of the opinion that there was more to the 
resignation than the official explanation given. 

No doubt California and Illinois legislatures, if they are 
aware of the turmoil that could be caused by the p passage of a 
“marauding cat law’, as that one which occured in France 
and which could have been in Illinois last year, will refrain 
from pushing legislation of a similar character in their honor- 
able assemblies. 

These California and Illinois lawmakers, if they value 
their future careers in public office should read carefully the 
short story of the short longivity in office of one, M. Pierre 
Pflimlin, the French Minister of Agriculture who in private 
life was interested in tomatoes, and who today is back on his 
farm with his tomatoes because he hated cats. 

It is expected that the “marauding cat law” of France will 
have been wiped from the books by the time you ‘have read 
this. 

Those of you, residing in California and Illinois may wish 
to send this page to your state legislator with a letter of pro- 


test about planned anti-cat legislation. It may do some good 
because this i is an Election Year.

Build a better mousetrap and the world 
will beat a path to your door, according 
to accepted belief. Build a better cat 
scratcher and the same thing will hippen. 
Lillian Pierson, a 33-year-old Manhattan 


magazine editor, has just proved the 
point. 
A few months ago, Miss Pierson 


bought a Siamese kitten, one Rasna’s 
MacNura by name, quickly nicknamed 
Whispers. When the kitten grew in size 
and began marking up Miss Pierson’s 
nice, new, expensive furniture and floors, 
she began to search the market for some- 
thing less costly on which her pet could 
sharpen her claws. The only commercial 
cat scratcher for sale, she was amazed to 
learn, were ugly, cumbersome affairs, 
not at all fitting to place in a modern, 
streamlined apartment. 


Necessity being the mother of inven- 
tion, Lillian turned inventor. After a few 
evenings’ work she turned up with her 
own model, a sleek, broadloom-covered 
affair, that would fit neatly into the cor- 
ner. At a party one night she noticed 
Whispers playing with the shoelaces of 
her guests. So, to keep Whispers happy 
when there were no guests around, she 
designed a strand of plastic lacs and 
topped them off with colored wooden 
ball, attaching the whole thing to the 
scratching board as a toy for kitty. To 
make it attractive to her pet she im- 
pregnated it liberally with catnip. In a 
few days, Whispers wouldn’t touch any- 
thing else in the house. Miss Pierson’s 
nice, new apartment was saved. 


Just like in the movies, a few days 
later a buyer from a Fifth Avenue de- 
partment store heard about the new 
scratcher and called Miss Pierson on the 
ielephone. A demonstration was arranged 
and soon Lillian was spending her eve- 
nings turning out cat scratchers in her 
living room, for sale at the department 
store. 

Soon, other stores heard about the 
device and sent in additional orders. It 
wasn’t long before the orders outgrew 
the meager facilities of Lillian’s apart-- 
ment, so she let out the manufacturing of 
the device, which she has patented and 
calls the “Scratch-Patch,” to the Federa- 
tion of the Handicapped. In the two 
months it has been on sale, just in New 
York, more than 200 of the scratchers 
have been sold. 

For those unversed in the ways of cats, 
a scratcher is an indispensable item. 
Cat’s claws grow in sheaths and it takes 
a good deal of scratching and pulling on 
the part of the cat to get them free and 
in sharp, working order. If no scratcher 
is available, then it’s usually the furni-

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 14 — THE SILVER DIVISION (3) 


BY CHARLES A. KENNY

The Masked Silver was one of the five 
original classes of Silver recognized by 
the American Cat Fancy soon after the 
turn of the century, the other four be- 
ing Chinchilla (Silver), Shaded Silver, 
Smoke and Silver Tabby. 

The Masked Silver was introduced in 
America in 1901 but came to an abrupt 
end in 1910. 

According to the standard that was 
introduced with this Class, the Masked 
Silver was “a pale silver cat having dark 
face and legs. The lighter the body and 
darker the face and legs, the nearer ap- 
proach to type.” Point scale of the 
Masked Silver was

Mrs. D. B. Champion, who introduced 
one of the first two Masked Silvers to 
America, writes that the ideal specimen 
was a very beautiful animal in coloring 
and marking. It resembled the Siamese 
in that it had a black mask or face, black 
feet and legs. The body coat was as pale 
silver as possible, with neither a dark 
spine nor tabby marking, and the eyes 
of a deep golden orange, like the Smoke. 

The Masked Silvers were produced by 
crossing Shaded Silvers, Chinchillas, 
Smokes and Blues. Blacks bred from Sil- 
vers or Smokes also made a good cross, 
but Blacks that had been bred from Reds 
or Tortoiseshells or any other colors 
were not considered good because of 
their aptness to spoil the purity of the 
silver ground color, according to Mrs. 
Champion. 

The first two Masked Silvers in Ameri- 
ca came from England. These were 
Champion King of the Silvers bred by 
Miss G. M. Taylor and owned by Miss 
A. L. Pollard of Elizabeth, N. J., and 
Ch. Lord Sylvester bred by Mrs. G. 
Boutcher of England, and brought to 
America by Mrs. Champion when she 
settled here permanently. 

King of the Silvers was born August 
19, 1898. His sire was Bitterne Silver 
Chieftain, a Shaded Silver, who later 
was imported to America by Mrs. James 
Conlisk of Gowanda, N. Y. Chieftain was 
Southhampton stock. Dam of King of 
the Silvers was Blinks, color class un- 
known. 

Lord Sylvester was born July 5, 1899. 
Lord Argent, the famous Chinchilla was 
his sire and the dame was Atoxina, color 
class unknown. Lord Sylvester was per- 
haps, the most perfectly Masked Silver 
ever bred, and was the greatest winner 
ever shown in this short-lived class of 
Masked Silvers. He won many prizes in 
England before arriving in the United 
States, but never captured a Best in 
Show. In fact no Masked Silver ever won 
such a title. Lord Sylvester finished his 
days as the property of Mrs. C. C. Park

of Santa Barbara County, California, re- 
garded as the founder of the Cat Fancy 
in the West. 

The Masked Silvers were few and far 
between. Only nineteen specimens were 
registered in combined stud books of 
the Beresford Cat Club, the American 
Cat Association and the Cat Fanciers’ 
Association. There were, of course, a 
few others that competed in shows with 
little or no success, but were not be- 
lieved sufficiently worthwhile to be regis- 
tered by their owners. Only one or two 
competed in a show at any one time. 
Their owners resided principally in the 
East. Sylvester and King of the Silvers 
were the sires of most of the registered 
entries. 

At its meeting held May 21, 1910, the 
American Cat Association tossed a bomb- 
shell into the lap of the Cat Fancy by 
announcing that the five Silver classes 
would be reduced to three, with the 
dropping of the Shaded Silver and the 
Masked Silver. 

As pointed out in the previous install- 
ment, the line of demarcation between 
the Chinchilla Silver and the Shaded 
Silver was strictly a decision left to the 
opinion of the judges. The controversy 
raged for many years up to that warm 
Spring day in May when the A.C.A. 


announced its decision. Altercations at 
shows usually resulted following the 
judging. Some officials placed Silver 
Chinchillas in Shaded Silver Classes, 


while other officials reversed the proced- 
ure. Registrations meant nothing. Con- 
fusion usually took place. An owner never 
knew from one show to the next to what 
color class her Silver Cat belonged. 

The American Cat Association baffled 
by the myriad of complaints quickly 
settled the argument it believed, by 
drapping the Shades and the Masks. 

Its official announcements stated: 

“The Silver classes have been a 
source of much uncertainty on one 
hand, and dissatisfaction on the 
other that the. Association believes 

that this will be remedied in a 

measure—by having the Silver divi-

sion represented only by one class 

for the Silvers and one for the Sil- 

ver Tabbies. 

“All Silver breeders agree that 
they are breeding for the palest and 
most unmarked specimen possible, 
yet they also acknowledge that a 
Shaded Silver of proper type and 
correct shadings is truly a thing of 
beauty—there are those that go so 
far as to say that they are more 
beautiful than the nearly unmarked 
—there being more character in the 
combination of dark and light—and 
it would surely seem out of order to 
relegate this beautiful cat to the 
A.O.C. (Any Other Color) Class. 
It does not seem necessary, however, 
to resolve one color into four divi- 
sions as has been the case previously 
with Silvers. 

“According to this classification, 
the class for Silvers shall comprise 
all Silvers (whether light, shaded 
or masked), excepting tabbies, and 
in judging the class the BEST cat— 
not necessarily the lightest in color 
—but the best—all things considered 
—should win. 

“If the palest in color should be 

lacking in other points, while a cat not 
so light should excel in all points but 
color, it would naturally seem that 
the darker cat was more worthy of 
the first. 

“This massing of the Silvers will 
lessen the annoyances attendant on 
entering cats in the wrong class, and 
thus make matters smoother for ex- 
hibitor, show secretary, and judge.” 
When the ruling was announced to the 

Cat Fancy it stirred up resentment im- 
mediately and the cat magazines of the 
day were filled with commentary from 
the experts — breeder, exhibitor and 
judge. 

A special meeting was called to order 
by Mrs. H. G. Dykhouse, president of 
the Silver Society, which was a powerful 
specialty organization having more than 
100 members. The Standard adopted by

LEVY WOULD FINANCE PUBLIC WORKS 


A plan to levy a tax on cats in the 
State of Massachusetts has been launched 
by a self-styled cat hater and orchestra 
leader, William Crosby Kroner of New- 
ton, Mass. a 

Kroner, who is a member of the l'ax- 
payers for Progress Association, demands 
that the more than 2,0U0 cats in the stat: 
should be licensed the same as dogs, and 
plans to carry out his idea. He claims 
that every cat is subject to the tax under 
the law. 

The entire project looms as a huge 
publicity gag, inspired no doubt by a 
highly paid press agent. The Bosto: 
newspaper are publishing reams of copy 
concerning the plan and the long-winded 
ranting of this Boston Baton-wielder. _ 

However, Kroner’s mouthings in his 
efforts to obtain advertising for himseli 
in the Boston newspapers, are exepected 
to have serious consequences in that it 
will stimuate the lust of cat-haters to or- 
ganize for anti-cat legislation in Massa- 
chusetts and other New England stat¢s. 
In fact, the idea for anti-cat legislation 
has already been fomented by one of the 
wholesale assertions made by Kronet. 
He states: 

“T know a Lowell (Mass.) man— 
used to do publicity fo rthe Sells- 
Floto Circus—who has been offered 
a job as a lobbyist to fight cat-tax 
legislation at the State House.” 
Kroner claims that the general public 

d:shikes cats and that it is in sympathy 
sith him. He attacked Dr. Evelyn G. 
Mitchell of Dorchester, an exhibitor, who 
had regarded: his plan as “too silly to 
even think of.” 

“Here’s this lady”, Kroner as- 
serted, “who has time to think of 
manicuring dim-witted cats but who 
calls it ‘silly’ when a citizen trices 
tc help municipalities with their 
fiscal problems. I wonder how many 
hours a day the doctor wastes just 
combing cats, for mstance — and 
maybe spraying the little spongers 
with perfume and putting a marcel 
wave in their tails.” 

Kroner owns an Irish setter dog, and 
avers that dogs and cats are not on the 
same level. “A dog is a noble animal,” 
he says. “Give him half a chance and 
he'll earn his keep chasing rabbits and 
things. Dogs protect people, too. But 
cats!” 

The Newton cat-hater has let his press 
agent run away with him by his most 
recent outbursts in an attempt to gain 
additional publicity for himself and his 
orchestra, by claiming that the financial 
returns from a cat tax levy would aid in 
the financing of public works projects. 

CATS MAGAZINE has written the 
Editors of the Boston newspapers asking 
them to refrain from continuing to pub- 
lish the foolish comment by Kroner, 
pointing out that this is the work of 
press-agentry and is causing consider- 
able harm to the future of The Cat in 


Massachusetts. The following letter was 
sent to each newspaper above the signa- 
ture of the publisher of this periodical: 

“Subscribers throughout the State 
of Massachusetts and particularly in 
and around Boston have urged us 
to take up the fight in their behalf 
relative to the present plans of a 
Mr. William Crosby Kroner of 
Newton, Mass., a member of the 
Taxpayers for Progress Association, 
whereby there would be a levying 
of a tax on Cats to correspond to a 
license fee for Dogs. 

“It is our general opinion that 
such a tax on Cats would be a nui- 
sance levy of which we have too 
many now. We doubt seriously that 
the additional funds for the Massa- 
chusetts Treasury will equal the 
expense that is destined to follow, 
with the decrease of the Cat popu- 
laion in the State and the increase 
damage that would be caused by 
rats.

Battle With Virus X To Save Kittens 
Bring On Discovery Of Aeuromycin 


By Vera Wetmore 


With spring time and baby kittens 
arriving, many of us are looking forward 
with some apprehension, wondering what 
new and awful disease may descend to 
destroy all our hopes and plans, to say 
nothing of an entire season’s work. 

Last year with the first chilly days of 
Fall, my baby kittens began sneezing. 
This was a lovely group of kittens, well- 
coated, beautiful and fat, and full of zip. 
The colds did not seem serious. Each ate 
like a little pig as it continued to romp, 
tumble and play. 

I treated them with sulpha, but noth- 
ing happened. They didn’t get better, 
nor did they become any worse that we 
could observe. 

Two weeks passed but the kittens con- 
tinued with their running noses. Still 
they had hardy appetites, played hard 
and slept well. However, I began to 
worry. Illness no matter how slight, 
could not continue this long. 

During the middle of the third week, 
on a lovely warm evening, the smallest 
pug-nosed blue bundle pulled himself on 
to a chair with apparant effort. He ap- 
peared so very, very tired, even to move. 
I petted him and he purred softly. Yet, 
I had a strange feelinng—a sort of pre- 
monition that there was trouble. He did 
not eat his supper that night. It was the 
first meal he had missed. I swallowed 
hard to quell the butterflies in my 
stomach. 

Next morning as I gave the kittens 
their breakfast, I found the little blue 
doll gasping his last breath. I just 
couldn’t believe it! He had been so 
cuddley with me the night before. 

By noon his blue brother laid himself 
down with the same listless attitude. He 
refused his lunch. I lost little time carry- 
ing him to the Veterinarian, who in- 
spected the running nose and diagnosed 
the condition as rhinitis—very common 
and nothing to worry about. I then told 
him about the kitten that had died with- 
out warning earlier in the day. He looked 
puzzled but assured me that this kitten 
would be well in another day. 

But he wasn’t well. He wasn’t even 
better. Hour after hour I watched him 
grow weaker. I had penicillin tablets 
and gave them to him on schedule. By 
nightfall he could not swallow; before 
midnight he was gone. 

The other kits, their noses still drip- 
ping slightly, were eating, purring and 
otherwise seemed quite contented. How- 
ever, each time I peeked at them they 
were so quiet—no playing, no boxing, 
nothing. They seemed to expect some- 
thing. They just sat there and looked 
at me so strangely. I cannot begin to 
describe the feeling of hopelessness that 
came over me. 

Suddenly, it occurred to me that the 
dreaded virus of a cold had struck. The

dreaded Virus X, something that is talk- 
ed about, but which we know so little 
about. Sulpha and penicillin could not 
cope with it. I called the Veterinarian 
to ask him what else he could prescribe, 
but he said that penicillin was all he 
would recommend. ~* 


Then quite suddenly I remembered 
when my daughter, Betty had virus 
pneumonia last summer. Her doctor 
treated her successfully with aeuromycin. 
I asked my Veterinarian if he could ob- 
tain it for me. He assured me that he 
could but that it was too expensive to 
give to cats and dogs! Therefore, he 
never used it. Expensive! Nothing was 
too expensive for my kits which I lovve 
dearly! Already I had lost more than 
$150 worth of kittens and there were six 


rern:aining. Two o: these were the very 
best. I valued each at $50. But now even 
they were beginning to droop. I was 
panicky! 

Aeuromycin costs about $17.50 a bot- 
tle or about one dollar per capsule. Sure- 
ly that is not too expensive for one who 
wished ‘o save her precious little kittens. 

The Doctor told me that the kittens— 
they were about 3 or 4 months old— 
should be able to tolerate one capsule a 
day. He suggested 1/2 capsule every 12 
hours. 

I emptied the contents o fthe first 
capsule on to a small square of waxed 
paper, and with a paring knife, shaped 
the powder into a rectangle so that it 
could be divided into two portions. I

No award exists equivalent to our Re- 
serve Best Kitten, so after selecting the 
best in show, one has to select the Best 
Opposite Sex. I understand this is to 
give the females a better chance for high 
awards. 

There is evidently a universal tendency 
for males to beat females when competing 
for best in show because we have ob- 
served the same thing in England. 


No detailed written reports are pub- 
lished by judges and there is little neces- 
sity for long notes in judges books as the 
numbers competing are fewer and there 
are no mixed breed Club classes such 
as we have in England. Satin ribbons 
stamped in gold are placed in rows on 
the long judging table and when the 
class is judged, the winning ribbons are 
put on top of the pen, the cats are then 
taken away and the competitors in the 
next class presented. The colors are blue 
ribbon for first; red for second; yellow 
for third; green for fourth. Lovely rib- 
bons with pleated rosettes and an enamel 
pin across center are given later for the 
best exhibit in each variety, the best cat 
in show, best opposite sex, best champion, 
etc. Although entry fees are paid, there 
is no prize money except for the highest 
awards such as exhibitors motor or fly 
hundreds of miles. 


Best Shaded Silver under Miss Doris 
Hobbs and myself was Mrs. Earl Nack’s 
female, Champion Kute Kit Dinah, a 
very lovely cat, beautifully presented in 
perfect coat and condition. 

Another of this owner’s big winners 
was Champion Kute Kit Norah Lee and 
Edgewood’s Citation of Kute Kit bred by 
Mrs. Bertha Costello. These cats were a 
joy to see and to handle. I had a chat 
with Mrs. Nack just before she left the 
show. Some of her cats travelled in smart 
cases with tranpsarent plastic tops and 
chrome-plated fittings.

Louie, the sickest one. He was given 
doses for two more days. 

This entire treatment was experiment- 
al. I cannot say that it was right or that 
it was wrong. I do know, though, that I 
did not lose any more kittens. 

Six weeks ago, two of my older cats 
came down with a violent case of sneezes 
the same day. One, a female, was used 
to going out of doors; the other, a male, 
was somewhat restricted. Why they 
should contract colds on the same day I 
could not understand. 

“Well, here we go again!” I told my- 
self. “It’s that virus again, so we'll have 
to get out the aeuromycin again and 
kill it.” 

I gave each of these adult cats one- 
quarter capsule at night, and the first 
thing the following morning. The male 
appeared perfectly normal the next day 
and did not miss a meal. The female 
and refused to eat the second day. So I 
buried herself deep in a straw basket 
left her alone. On the third day, there 
she was bright-eyed and no sneezes, ready 
for her meal—and well again! 

So here it is kitten-time again, and 
I for one will be prepared for it, because 
I have aeuromycin in the medicine chest. 

An eight-year old household pet named 
Patsy, owned by J. W. Haynes of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., has adopted a baby squirrel 
which she nurses and bathes with her 
own brood of four kittens.
